1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 21-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Haugen et 
al. 

These claim simply define triangulation height measuring with an intended use "for 
reflectometric examination" of "in particular a test strip for body fluids". The claimed 
"detecting the distance" does not have a link to the intended use of "examination" as claimed and 
its use has accordingly been considered irrelevant as claimed. Consequently, the measuring head 
used for at least the height profiling by triangulation in either reference would have been obvious 
in any environment as presently claimed. Haugen further discusses making return signals 
"differentiable" (para. 0027). To that extent the proposed broad techniques to make the signals 
differentiable by pulsing or time varying would have been obvious as these are well known 
techniques in themselves given that they have not been presented as novel. 

3. Drawings are objected in that all box representations need descriptive labels under 37 
CFR1.83. 

4. Takahashi et al, Schwarz, Berger et al, Mizutani et al, and Svetkoff et al have been cited 
to show related height profiling.
